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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kohashi et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 4030,813). In regard to independent claim 1, Kohashi et al. discloses an 
electrowetting module comprising a fluid chamber (FIG. 2, FIG. 5, FIG. 10) containing at 
least a first body of a first fluid (160; FIG. 2) and a second body of a second fluid {e.g. air) 
the two bodies being separated by an interface, and means (120, 130; FIG. 2) for exerting a 
force on at least one of the bodies to change the position and/or shape of the interface, charac- 
terized in that at least one of the fluids comprises a compound having at least one aromatic, 
non-fused, residue (col. 7, In. 59 - col. 8, In. 18; examples). In regard to claims 2-7, Kohashi et 
al. discloses the representative compounds recited therein (col. 2, In. 47-56; col. 7, In. 59 - col. 
8, In. 6 col. 7, In. 59 - col. 8, In. 18; examples 1; examples). In regard to claims 8-12, Kohashi et 
al. discloses the refractive, electrical and mechanical features of the device structures recited 
therein (col. 2, In. 37-66; col. 3, In. 54 - col. 5, In. 43; col. 8, In. 7-18; examples). Claims 1-12 
are therefore anticipated by Kohashi et al.
